Bs It had never been my intention to lay the tale of my misfortunes before 
the public eye, but yesterday morning, finding at my booksellers a number of your 
most excellent publication, I have endeavoured to awaken myself from the constitu- 
tional indifference, which has, lately seized my intellectual powers, that the werld may 
learn how disgusting to the votary of truth, is the prevailing taste for insincerity and 
compliment. 


‘* T do not however desire to stigmatize compliments in general, it is the hyper- 
bolical compliment that I would accuse, that universal rage for complimenting which 
renders it impossible for an old-fashioned plain spoken man like myself to pass thro’ 
sanity without fixing on my unhappy shoulders the approbrium of being a boar, or 
what perhapes is as bad, a philosopher. f 

‘* When Pliny composed his magnificent ‘ Panegeneus Theodosio Augusto dictus ’ 
he displayed the whole depth of his philosophical knowledge in that inimitable declara- 
tion 3, iN . . magis laudau Imperatorem duet . . .’ Preceded by such a 
sentiment the fine Panegyric that follows would not appear extravagant, and could not 
produce disgust even in the mind of the elegant Thecdosius, for praise only sinks into

adulation when it is not spontaneous. Shakespeare might have intended a satire on 
extragavant compliment in the well known dialogue between Viola and Olivia in the

‘The remark is philosophical, but perhaps the philosopher himself was not in- 
vulnerable to the irresistable might of vanity. As Pope once said ‘ It is vanity which 
makes the rake at twenty, the worldly man at forty, the retired man at sixty.’’’ Ete.

An interesting letter, explaining to Miss Boyle why she had not answered her first 
letter. Complaining ot the heat and continuing with an interesting account of the 
places she and her husband had visited during their search for a cooler residence. 

In order to be cooler & in obedience to the dictates of Mr. Murray's 
hauler which recommends Fano as a delightful summer residence for English 
families, we set off to spend some two months there. The scenery by San Sepolero & 
in crossing its Apennine was full of charm & various beauty, & Urbino, where we did 
pilgrimage to Raffael’s house, is a right eagle’s nest for situation & prospect, but 
within an hour & a half of Fano, the very trees looked pale with breathless heat & 
the very hills fainted flat under the sun. As to Fano, it was not bearable in any way. 
Even the sight of a divine picture of Guercino’s called the Guardian Angel, couldn’t 
draw us on to stay. ‘The inns were not meant to be lived in, nor the sea to be 
approached—cne could only pay & suffocate. . . At last, one night or morning at 
half past three, we fled . . . and got to Ancona, meaning to be cooler—where of 
course it was three times hotter still, Lut we had better accommodation & managed to 
live on fish and cold water & ices for a week—made an excursion to Loretto, & so 
returned along the coast to Ravenna, saw a fine forest & directly from Dante’s tomb, 
where we stood in the dusk of the merning, put our faces towards Florence. My 
husband is perfectly cured, I am happy to say, of his delusions about the charm of 
living at Ravenna.’’ Etc. 

Robert Browning’s note reads :— 

‘What has my wife been writing to you, dear Miss Boyle? What she thinks 
& feels, I am sure (for it is her way) & perhaps, wnat I think & feel, for she kncws 
both, by this time, on most points, & certainly on the subject of our pleasant talks 
on those evenings in the Pitti—here we have a larger fire, to enjoy with you when 
you next come, but not larger choice of friends to range round it, keeping up as we 
do, all our owlish & savage habits. . . . My new edition sticks fast, I only hear 
all is ready, when the minute appears lucky. This morning brings me news of the 


success of a play of mine they have revived.”’ Ete.

The text of this edition was printed in 1812, just when Byron became intimate with 
Lord and Lady Holland, whom he had assailed in the Satire, on the supposition that 
they were the instigators of the article in the Hdinburgh Review, and on being told by 
Rogers that they wished the Satire to be withdrawn he gave’ orders to his publisher, 
Cawthorn, to burn the whole impression. A few copies escaped the flames. In 1816 
Cawthorn printed a title and the preface and attempted to issue them, without the 
consent of Byron. This led to legal action by sy on behalf of Byron. In a letter 
dated August 28, 1816, Byron writes to Murray :- 

‘I have been very glad to hear you are well and well doing , and that you stopped 
Master Cawthorne in his foolish attempt to republish the E.B. and §.R.’” And 
again on October 23, 1817: *‘ I am glad that you and the Chancellor clapped an 
extinguisher on Master Cawthorne. I thought the person’s impudence would 
get him into a scrape.”

AND IMPORTANCE. 


This series of ten autograph letters covers thirty years of the great novelist’s 
literary career: it starts with an early one written in 1839, when Dickens had just 
acquired fame by his ‘‘ Pickwick Papers ’’ and ‘‘ Oliver Twist.’’ The letters are 
dated from various addresses and extend through to 1870, the year of his death; 
revealing him in various aspects of life and occupation. : 

(1) 22nd October, 1839. 1 full page, 4to. Doughty Street. To Robert Philips 
of Prestwick near Manchester. As to his wife’s health preventing him attending an 
Anniversary meeting at the Athenaeum, Manchester. 

(2) 2nd October, 1845. 4 pp., 8vo. Devonshire Terrace. To his friend Clark- 
son Stanfield, the marine painter. Referring to the illustrations for his forthcoming 
Xmas book, ‘‘ Cricket on the Hearth.’’ 

‘“T need not say how much I should value another little sketch from your extra- 
ordinary hand, in this Year’s small volume, to which Mac again does the frontispiece. 

I know perfectly well, that nothing can pay you for the devoticn of any 
fragment of your time to such a use cf your art. . . . Iam not the sole proprietor 
of these little books; and it would be monstrous in you if you were to dream of putting 
a scratch intc a second one, without some shadowy reference to the other partners—

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ten thousand times more monstrous in me, if any consideration on earth could induce 
me to permit it, which nothing will or shall.’’ Ete. 

(3) Tth September, 1847. 2 pp., 8vo Broadstairs. To his brother Alfred 
Dickens. Offering to stand Godfather to his brother’s child; mentioning his own 


youngest son Sydney, whom he called ‘* The Spectre ’’: and referring to a number of 
friends. 

‘I call our iast young man The Spectre—in consequence of his having un- 
naturally large eyes, which he stares with in a frightful manner.’’ Ete. 


(4) 2nd December, 1850. 1 page, 8vc. Devonshire Terrace. To Mr. Joyce of 
Bradbury & Evans, publishers. Referring to his ‘‘ Christmas Carol.’ 

(5) 27th June, 1851. 2 pp., 8vo *‘ Office of Household Words.’’ To Daniel 
Maclise, the painter. As to giving Evans (Bradbury & Evans) a ‘‘ handsome dinner ”’ 
at the ‘‘ Star and Garter,’’ Richmond. 

(6) 16th May, 1856. 2 pp., 8vo. ‘Tavistock House. To Viscount Raynham. 
Mentioning his plan of retiring to Boulogne for ‘‘ Country-ease and country work 
through the long summer days.”’ 9 

(7) 26th March, 1862. 1 page, 8vo. ‘‘ Office of all the Year Round.’’ To Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, the American author and poet. Inviting him to one of his 
‘* Readings.”’ 

(8) 2nd April, 1867. 3 pp., 8vo. Gads Hill Place. To Mrs. Ellicott (wife of 
Bishop Ellicott). Describing the terribly hard work of his ‘‘ Reading ’’ Tours, the 
strain and stress of which ultimately broke him down, and virtually caused his death 
three years later. 

‘* For although I date from my Household Gods, I have not set eyes on them 
since last Christmas time, and am little likely to see them until my Fifty Readings are 
finished. In the meanwhile I am here, there, everywhere, and (principally) nowhere. 

‘* Any social pleasure, or anything *n the nature of a visit, is wholly incompatible 
with the episodical life. JI am obliged to observe the rule of always living with my 
secretary at an Hotel, and never doing anything agreeable between the Readings but 
rest in strict privacy. Were I not (very much against my will) a perfect Spartan in 
this respect, I should never be able to bear the wear and tear.”’ Ete. 

(9) 9th August, 1869. 1 page, 8vo. Gads Hill Place. To his son Henry F. 
Dickens. On private family matters. 

(10) 7th April, 1870. 1 page, 8vo. ‘‘ Office of all the Year Round.” To J. S. Le 
Fanu, the novelist and jovrnalist. Written the year of his death and one of his last 
letters; he refers to a proposed contribution by Le Fanu for the pages of *‘ All the 
the Year Round.’’

‘*T think, I am not sure, but I think, that if you look at my rough draft again, 
you will find that Mr. Cole is down for Nym, and nobody for Pardolph. My brother 
Augustus does not:come this second time, and the truth is I really don’t know at this 
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moment who will play Bardolph. Mr. Cole has done so, as yet, but I think he will 


prefer Nym, as he once expostulated with me, very plaintively, on the subject of 
wearing Bardolph’s red nose.’’ Ete.

House—That he has serious thoughts of having it printed, and a framed copy hung 
up in every Bedroom.’’

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‘* Mr. Dickens is wonderfully well-—better than he was before he went to America 
I think. He is hard worked—-obliged to be at the cffice half the week, because Mr. 
Wills is still unable to attend to any business. . . . Mr. Dickens is now trying 
to get an idea for his Christmas Numbers, which seems odd, but he wants to get his 
work over for it before he begins his ' Farewell Series ’ of Readings early in October.” 


‘* Mr and Mrs. Fields, the American particular friends, and Miss Mabel Lowell, the 
daughter of Lowell the Poet, have arrived, and our time in London will be, of course 
greatly given up to them—they are to dine with us today. Charles is going to meet 
them, also Mr. Fechter—who is going to America in July.”’ 

October 27th. 


‘‘ Charles’ going is indeed settled—-and is a very miserable prospect for the coming 
winter. However I nave no doubt he is right to go—-and it has been so long talked 
of, and possible that he might carry his Keadings to a Golden Market in America, 
that, perhaps on the whole, it is a relief that he is going—and that it is to be got over. 
I shall be very thankful now, once he is gone—-I think the time before such a separa- 
tion is always so miserable, and when he is once off the time will be going on to his 
return—please God, at the end of May or beginning of June—and time does pass 
quickly enough—Heaven knows whether it is passed drearily or cheerily.”’ 

January 17th, 1868. 


‘‘ We hear from America at least once a week-—often twice—Charles is very good, 
I think, to be so regular and punctual a correspondent, while he is working so hard. 
He writes alternately to Mamie and to me. The news is always of the very best— 
only once we have been anxious—because in the letter he wrote on Christmas Day he 
said he had so bad a cold that he was quite ill and obliged to send for a doctor and he 
wrote in very poor spirits, which is, you know, remarkable for him.”’ 


‘We had letters again from Charles on Saturday—written after the first Boston 
Reading—he said the enthusiesm and the success of his Readings were quite unpre- 
cedented—and he, himself, he said was ‘ as cool and collected as if he were reading 
at Chatham.’ ”’

It was for the sake of the advantage thus to be gained that Kossetti privately printed 
his “‘ trial ’’ issues of The Strearn’s Secret, the Poems of 1869, The Bride’s Prelude, 
and sundry Sonnets. 


Of the Poems of 1869 there were two issues, both printed from the same setting of 
the type. Of the second issue a perfect copy (one, 1 believe, of four still extant) is 
described above. Of the first issue no complete copy is known to have survived.

. . . Your ‘ sea-log’ gave me the greatest pleasure I have had for a very 
long while. I am glad & surprised to find how well you managed as a sailor, though 
many of your fellow-passengers seem by your account to have been fiendish enough 
for the pit of Acheron, or for that voyage, unaccompanied by cares of outfit, across. 
the river Styx. However I hope something is to be allowed for a Carlylian kaleido- 
scope (or rather Kakeidoscope) and for these particular Woolnerian idiosyncracies which 
set me roaring many times before I had got through the little book. The descriptions 
of sunsets, etc., are really glorious, and altogether the thing gives one an intimate 
knowledge of your sea-life, as if one had made the voyage with you. . . Are not 
Hunt’s sketches wonderful, they ar3 made with ‘ Swiss chalks,’ not Creta Levis. The 
‘ Swiss ’ are softer than the Creta, but I think much more beautiful in color. Hunt 
will send you out some of both. Some of William’s sketches are very rich. My Hunt 
is universally pronounced to resemble Rusk on his trial. JI am therefore bound to say 
that, while it was made, T distinetly remember Hunt’s wishing that he could hang 
Rowland Hill, for increasing the burthen of his cor ‘respondence through the penny 
postage. This may proba bly account for the murdercus expression. :

M’C. sent me a passage from a letter of Ruskin’s about my Dantesque 
sketches exhibited this year at the Winter Gallery of which I spoke to you in my last. 
R. goes into raptures about the colour & grouping which he says are superior to any- 
thing in modern art, which © believe is almost as absurd as certain absurd objections 
which he makes to them. However, as he is only half informed of art, anything he 
says in favour of one’s work is of course sure to prove invaluable in a professional way, 
and I only hope, for the sale of my rubbish, that he may have the honesty to say 
publicly in his new book, what he has said privately, but I doubt this. Oh! Woolner, 
if one could only find the * supreme ’ Carlylian Ignoramus, him who knows positively 
the least about Art of any living creature, and get him to write a pamphlet about one, 
what a fortune one might make. It now seems that Ruskin had never seen any work 
of mine before, though he never thought it necessary to say this in writing about the 
P. R. B. I have said all this to you about my ‘ professional prospects,’ (ahem!) a 
subject on which I am always profoundly speechless—because I know your friendship 
is really interested to know that there is a prospect of my getting on all right if I can 
make myself work. .. . 

‘* Let me think now of news of friends. Hunt has sent three pictures into the 
R.A. Strayed Sheep, Measure for Measure, and Portrait of a Parson, all glorious. His 
figure of Christ in the moonlight he was after all unable to get it finished. This is the 
best thing he has yet done. He starts for the East, he at present believes, about 
August, & Seddon goes with him. Millais has sent in two pictures. The Release, an 
episode from the Jacobite period, and the Proscribed Royalist, a subject of the 
Commonwealth, both very remarkable works indeed. Brown, who has become a Hamp- 
stead Hermit, and who would not attend our meeting on the twelfth, has only sent one, 
which I think you saw, called the English Fireside. . . .”’ Ete.

‘* In 1796 Sir Walter Scott heard of the version of Biirger’s ‘ Lenore’ by William 
Taylor of Norwich, one of the first students of German literature. He was stimulated 
to attempt a rival translation, which he began after supper and finished that night in 
a state of excitement which spoilt his sleep. He published this in October with a 
companion ballad, ‘ The Wild Huntsman’ (William and Helen); the publisher being 
one of his German class. The ballads were praised by Dugald Stewart, George 
Chalmers, and others; and his rival, Taylor, sent him a frjendly letter. In 1797 
William Erskine showed the ballads to Matthew Gregory Lewis of the * Monk,’ who 
was then collecting the miscellany called ‘ Tales of Wonder ’ (1801). He begged for 
contributions from Scott, whom he met on a visit to Scotland. Scott, though amused 
by Lewis’s foibles was flattered by the attentions of a well-known author and edified by 
his eriticism.’’

. It is urged, and not without show of justice in the plea, that so much 
of the poetry of Mr. Yeats, and of others to be named with him, is not Irish poetry, 
as we find in the intense verse of Mangan, or in the light verse of Lev er, Moore, and 
Father Prout, or in the heroic verse of Samuel Ferguson, or in the homely verse and 
winsome music of Allingham and Alfred Perceval Graves and Jane Barlow, or in the 
lyrical outcries of the poets of ‘ The Nation ’ or in the ruder utterance of the unknown 
singers who bequeathed their crude but unforgettable national ballads in pieces such 
s ‘The Wearin’ o’ the Green,’ ‘ The Cruiskeen Laun,’ and ‘ The Shan Van Vocht.’

of the national genius in its inward life and universal appeal. The Poet who ignores 
the accent of time and place is not necessarily the lesser patriot, the less truly 
nationalist, than the poet, who, from the quality of his mind and spirit, or from choice, 
ignores the accent of the Land of Heart’s Desire. Nor can we mistake the hidden 
flower of its mortal life, with its root in time and place and country. . . . 

‘“T confess that I made one mistake when I took up the ‘ Treasury of Irish 
Poetry.’ That was to read much in it before I read the Introduction to the volume 
by Mr. Stopford Brooke. .The reader should not do likewise. For Mr. Brooke exposes. 
both what were the editorial aims and what are the admitted restrictions of this 
anthology, and, toc accomplished a critic, to allow national predilection to control 
judgment and taste, admits frankly, in effect, that here we have rather the material 
and promise of great art than great art itself. JI think he sums up admirably what 
so many have variously said, and all concerned do in one way or the other strongly 
feel, on the question of the linguistic vehicle for Irish thought and Irish emotion and 
the Irish genius. ‘ England naturally wished to get rid of the Irish tongue and was 
naturally careless of its literature: Ireland itself, and that was a pity, did not care 
enough about her own tongue tec preserve it as a vehicle for literature; and, finally, 
her poets and thinkers were steadily driven to use the English language.’ Much has 
been lost by this distinction of a literary language, but much has also been gained. 
Tf Irish can again be used as a vehicle for literature, so much the better. A few are 
now making that endeavour, and all intelligent persons will wish them good luck and 
success. It is no disadvantage to a man or tc a country to be bilingual, and the 
teaching and use of the Irish tongue will throw light upon the ancient form of it,. 
enable scholars to understand it better, and increase our knowledge of its treasures. 
Moreover, there are many realms of imaginative feeling in Ireland which cannot be 
vastly put into poetic form except in the tongue of the countrv itself. No other vehicle 
can express them so well. On the other hand, the gain to Irishmen of speaking and 
writing in English is very great. It enables them to put their national aspirations, 
and the thoughts and passions which are best expressed in poetry, into a language 
which is fast becoming universal. It enables them to tell the world of literature of 
the ancient myths, legends, and stories of Ireland, and tc represent them, in a modern 
dress, by means of a language which is read and understood by millions of folk in 
every part of the world. These considerations lie at the root of the matter, and if 
Trish writers do not deviate into an imitation of English literature, but cling close to- 
the spirit of their native land, they will do welt for their country when they use the 
English tongue.’’

Swinburne in the opening of his manuscript classes Shakespeare and Webster 
together as the greatest of their age. 


‘‘ There were many poets in the age of Shakespeare who made us think, as we 
read them, that the characters in their plays could not have spoken more beautifully, 
more powerfully, more effectively, under the circumstances imagined for the occasion 
of their utterance: there are only two who make us feel that the words assigned to 
the creatures of their genius are the very words they must have said, the only words 
they could have said, the actual words they assuredly did say.

And there is no 
third to be set beside them: not even if we turn from their contemporaries to Shelley 
himself.

We may heartily appreciate, we may cordially 
admire, the literary & personal energies of such writers as Byron & Carlyle: but we 
must recognise that the man who sees a great poet in the histrionic rhapsodist to whom 
all great poetry was hateful. . . . I cannot echo the jeer or the lament of Byron, 
when the finger of his scorn was pointed at Shakespeare, or at Milton, & the utterance 
of his regret for our barbarous violation of rules observed by such superior poets as 
Alfieri & Voltaire was intensified by the rage of egotism & influenced by the virulence 
of envy: I cannot clap or rub my hands with Carlyle over the atrocities inflicted by 
William of Normandy upon F'nglishmen, by Nicholas of Russia upon Poles. I am so 
much a pedant as to prefer Hamlet to Childe Harold, & so much a reactionary as to 
prefer the teaching of Areopagitica to the teaching of Latter day Pamphlets. 
I cannot avoid the inference that the critic who plac es Byron above Shelley & Words. 
worth above Coleridge is something not himself, something shall we say definable as 
a strain of tenderness for unrighteousness in eriticiem & inconsistent with righteous- 
ness in poetry. Be that as it may, the value & authority of Shelley’s critical opinion may 
be gauged by the conclusive evidence of this damning fact—that he could trace no 
sign of Shakespeare’s hand in the style of the Two Noble Kinsmen: a play in which 
the master’s peculiar touch is as unmistakable by any competent reader as it is in 
Pericles: or, for that matter, as it is in Hamlet. The man who could venture to say 
‘I do not believe Shakespeare wrote a word of it, is simply out of court as a judge of 
composition or of style. To acknowledge this is nc more inconsistent with apprecia- 
tion of Shelley’s greatness than it is inconsistent with appreciation of another great 
poet’s pre-eminence to recognise that Coleridge was one of the most untrustworthy of 
verbal critics—that some of the various emendations or suggestions in his notes on 
the text of Shakespeare & others are on a level with the worst ever proposed by the 
most presumptuous futility of the most preposterous among commentators.’’

Yates 
sought advice of Dickens, who was also a member of the Garrick Club, whereupon 
Thackeray appealed to the Club committee, on the plea that the criticism was per- 
‘sonal, and that as he had met Yates only at the Club, it was the Club’s duty to protect 
him from Yates’ insults. At the general meeting in July action was taken directing 
Yates to apologise, and, he not doing so, his name was dropped from the Club. The 
affair created a coolness between Thackeray and Dickens that was terminated only a 
week before Thackeray’s death. |

‘‘ In this his greatest work, Mr. Hardy has produced a tragic masterpiece which 
is not flawless any more than Lear or Macbeth is; and the easiest way of writing about 
it would be to concentrate one’s attention upon certain blemishes of style, read the 
author a lecture upon their enormity, affect to be very much shocked and upset by 
some of his conclusions and morals, and conveniently shirk such minor critical duties 
as the attempt to abnegate one’s prejudices, inherited or acquired; to estimate in what 
degree the author’s undoubtedly impassioned ethical vision is steady and clear; and, 
while eschewing equally a dogmatic judicialism and a weak surrender of the right of 
private censorship, to survey the thing created, in some measure, by the light of its 
creator’s eyes. What is called critical coolness seems, no doubt, on a cursory view, 
an excellent qualification in a judge of literature; but true criticism, when it approaches 
the work of the masters, can never be quite cool. To be cool before the Lear or the 
Macbeth were simply not to feel what is there; and it is the critic’s business to feel, 
just as much as to see. In so tremendous a presence, the criticism which can be cool 
is no criticism at all. The critical, hardly less than the creative mind, must possess 
the faculty of being rapt and transported, or its function declines into mere connoisseur- 
ship, the pedant’s office of mechanical appraisement 

‘“ One may, however, feel the greatness of Mr. Hardy’s work profoundly, and yet 
be conscious of certain alloying qualities; but let it be said at once, such qualities are 
of the surface only. None the less, with respect to the over-academic phraseology 
which here and there crops up in this book, I myself have but one feeling—a wish that 
it were absent. This terminology of the schools is misplaced; I can feel nothing but 
regret for these nodosities upon the golden thread of an otherwise fine diction. In a 
certain sense they disturb a reader all the more for the very reason that they are not— 
like Mr. Meredith’s singularities of speech, for example—ingrained in the very consti- 
tution of the style, and obviously native to the author, nor are they so frequent as to 
become a habit, a characteristic mannerism which one might get used to; rather they 
are exceptional and excrescent—foreign to the total character of Mr. Hardy’s English 
—and serve no purpose but to impair the homogeneity of his utterance.’’ Htc.

When he was at Bocking, as you know, I 
paid him a visit, and he has twice been in this Country; except what might be gained 
from these & our own short visits at Cambridge (during which however, he was always 
so much occupied in his Study or other avocations, that I had little communication 
with him there). I am unacquainted with his pursuits & mode of life—in short I have 
none of that knowledge which would be looked for in a Brother writing his life. Besides 
it must be borne in mind that I have entered my 71st year, and therefore in course of 
nature he will outlive me. As Mr. Watson, who I know is acquainted with, & has 
sympathized in all his views & undertakings, for substantial reasons declines the office 
of his Biographer, it will naturally devolve upon one of his Sons, from whom I trust it 
may be expected. Materials furnished me by others, to which you advert, could not 
supply these deficiences, especially as they would relate to Professional engagement, 
studies, & proceedings which lie in a Walk so far apart from my own. I could not 
enter into the spirit of those materials, as one of his co-operators & co- adjutors.”’ Kte.
